C harges Preferred Against Officer 
Bosqai 
and 
Dismissed 
Im m ediately. 


Mrs; llintres was arrested yesterday 
afternoon on Clover street by Officer Mur­ 
phy on a warrant charging her with dis­ 
turbing the peace. 
It was hinted in po­ 
lice circles that Mrs H intres’ arrest grow 
out of eeriouB charges which she made 
against her accusers, and a reporter of 
the H e r a l d visited her last night at her 
rooms on Amelia street. 
She said th at 
the only reason she knew for her arrest 
was that sho had said that her accusers 
hail poisoned their baby. 
She had been 
at their house when the baby was born, 
and it was then healthy. W hen about two 
weeks old the baby was taken sick aud 
sho alleges that the circumstances sur­ 
rounding the illness of the baby were 
such as to cause her to give utterance to 
the accusation which she says led to her 
arrest. 
H er husband, who was present 
last night when she told her story, cor­ 
roborated it, an<P related the same cir­ 
cumstances. 
Mrs. H intres states that 
when the baby was first taken sick its 
mouth and throat were blistered aB if 
some powerful medicine had been ad­ 
ministered, and from that time forth 
until* it 
died 
it 
suffered 
terrible 
cramps. 
She also alleges that the 
parents did not care for the baby, arid 
that when it was left in her care she was 
told not to pay any attention to it, but to 
give her time to the older child. 
She 
also states that the father of the baby 
accused her of giving him away to the 
neighbors. The m atter will probably be 
ventilated in court, and the name of the 
parents is withheld, so that no injustice 
may be done them.

The revocation of tho license of F. II. 
Oeding, corner of Wilmington and Jack­ 
son streets, was rescinded. George La 
Cour was allowed to change his business 
from Sanchez and Arcadia streets to

street. 
The 
license 
of 
the saloon at 44 Alamoda street was re­ 
voked, ic being adjudged that it was a 
disreputable place and frequented by 
women and children upon “ working the 
growler” intent by night and by day. 
The application of T. W. Roe to be ap­ 
pointed special policeman on 
Boyie 
Heights was referred to the Chief. 
Chief Cuddy reported that Officer Mc­ 
G rath had been relieved of his star per­ 
manently, and that Officer Coraocy had 
been suspended for mauling his brother 
officer Lenox. Tho later case was held 
over for investigation to the next m eet­ 
ing of the Board and the belligerent pave- 
pounder is out a week’s pay. 
Comocv 
holds that he did’nt mean to punch 
Lenox. In regard to the discharge of Mc­ 
G rath, both 1he Mayor and Mr. H um ­ 
phreys stated that McGrath did not lose 
his position because of the Chinese m at­

At this point the grave doings of the 
Commissions was somewhat "rattled ” 
as the Mayor slowly read voluminous 
charges against Officer Bosqui as follows: 
Miss Aggie Lee, being duly sworn, 
says: That about a year ago on Alameda 
street, in said city, W. A. Bosqui, a po­ 
lice officer of said city, was in the h ab if 
of taking liberties with the person of affi­ 
ant, ana the said Bosqui then and there 
often urged this affiant to swear that her 
husband. William Abbott, had put her 
on the town, which, being untrue, she 
declined to do. That the said Bosqui 
offered to procure a divorce for this affi- 
aut and to pay the costs himself. That 
while she was rustling for custom said 
officer told her to go ahead, aud often 
asked and inquired of her if she was 
making money, or doing well. 
Officer Bosqui has arrested affiant two 
or three times, and when she was living 
with her said husband. 
W hen she was 
living away from her said busband said 
Bosqui,although he knew she was plying 
her vocation publicly, never disturbed or 
arrested her. 
That a few days before the recent ar­ 
rest of W illiam Abbott said Bosqui told 
affiant that he was going to “ pull” said 
Abbott because he did not like him .

Maggie Johnson,being first duly sworn, 
Hays: That about a year ago she waB ar­ 
rested upon a charge of visiting an opium 
joint,and was confined under said charge 
in the City Prison for about six d ay s;

proposed that if she would subm it her

and whereupon he secured her dis­ 
charge, as she is informed and believes 
at a cost of $10 o nly; that during her 
said imprisonment, Officer Bosqui fre­ 
quently took liberties with the person of 
this affiant, which she submitted to un­ 
der promise to secure ber release.

Officer Bosqui defended his own case, 
and cross-examined the two women who

Pasadena.

Pasadena was astir yesterday evening, 
for at 6 o’clock the corner stone of All 
Saints Episcopal Church was laid with 
impressive 
ceremonies. The building 
which has been used up to the present 
time haB long been inadequate to the de­ 
mands upon it., so some tim e ago the 
Rev. J . H . D. Browne, rector of the m is- 
i, set to work to raise the funds for 
another building, and his enterprise soon 
met with golden results. The new church 
is to front on Euclid avenue, and will 
have a seating capacity of 500. The ma­ 
terial to be used is Pomona brown stone 
and 
the 
cost 
is 
estim ated 
at 
$20,000. 
At the west end, facing the 
street, is the vestibule, which extends 
the full width of the church, and after 
this is 
passed the nave is reached 
which has two aisles and twenty-two 
rows of seats. 
Beyond the nave is the 
choir and sacrarium, and around this 
an ambulatory extends, off which are the 
vestry rooms, sacristy, guild rooms and 
choir rooms. Two transepts, north and 
sonth, cross the church in the center, 
and over the angle formed by the south 
transept and the nave is to be a stone 
tower rising to a height of thirty feet 
from the roof, a total of eigbty-eight feet 
from the ground. Under this tower is the 
baptismal font. One feature about the 
building distinguishes it from any other 
Episcopalian Church in California, and 
that is th at it has a morning chapel, 
capable of accommodating fifty people, in 
the south transept. The chapel has its 
own sacrarium and altar, and is to be 
used 
for 
daily 
service. 
The 
or­ 
gan 
chamber 
occupies 
the 
north 
transept, 
and 
beneath 
this 
is to 
be placed the-heating^»pparatus, pipes 
from which rii* under the aisles. 
The 
interior is to be finished in Oregon pine 
au nature! and the roof is designed semi­ 
circularly. The windows are to be filled 
with stained glaBs eventually, the work 
being too expensive to be undertaken at 
present. 
The first contracts have been 
let for the construction of the outside of 
the church, and this is to be finished in 
three m onths, after which the interior 
work will be commenced and carried out 
in short order. The architect is Mr. E d­ 
ward A. Coxhead of this city, and judg­ 
ing by the plans, he has put a feather in 
his cap by the excellence of bis work.

“ You Cau Bet Your Life There’s 
Using to be a Boom.” 
8o says a song somewhat well known 
here at present. A San Francisco paper 
has this to say: 
It may be of interest to know that 
from December 1, 1887, to July 30, 1888, 
the State of California made a net gain 
in the number of its Postoffiees of seven­ 
ty-five. The county which made the 
most gain in this respect was Los Ange­ 
les, the net number of new olfices beiug 
nineteen. San Diego comes next with a 
gain of seven. Oddly enough, Siskiyou 
and San Bernardino are next, each with 
five. Monterey, Butte and Ventura each 
gain three. The remainder of the seven­ 
ty-five new offiees are distributed gener 
ally throughout the State, some counties 
gaining one and others two. These fig­ 
ures show a general development of the 
State and a rapidly increasing popula­ 
tion. Since January 1, 1888, eight offices 
in this State have become Presidential, 
and but one office has been relegated to 
the fourth class. The eight new Presi­ 
dential offices are: Cloverdale, National 
City, Ontario, Orange, San Jacinto, Santa 
Monica, Selma, Sonoma. 
If the above is analyzed we find that 
forty-five of the seventy-five new offices are 
fully accounted for. and that forty of 
these are in the lower end of the State 
All the eight new Presidential olfices are 
in this end of the State, excepting one in 
Sonoma. The list complete would show 
that half the thirty new offices not 
specified above, are south of a line 
drawn across the State due east and west 
from Monterey Bay. 
The above showing is only one of many 
facts which go to establish the assertions 
made in regard to the phenomenal 
growth of South California. 
From all 
sources the most absolute confirmation of 
this fact comes. Four years ago the 
total vote cast in San Diego county 
was less than two thousand ; in Los An 
geles it was only a little more than ten 
thousand. This year our neighbor to the 
south will astonish the world by casting 
seven or eight thousand votes, and Los 
Angeles county will probably have on 
her Great Register thirty thousand 
names of electors. 
In all this astonishing growth our own 
imperial county easily takes the lead. 
Los Angeles gets nineteen new post­ 
offices in six months, out of seventy-five 
in the entire State, and this county has 
two out of the eight raised to the dignity 
of Presidential offices. The only other 
county which gets two of these is San 
Diego. Sau Bernardino gets one, mak­ 
ing five out of eight in the three extreme 
southern counties.

If the Mills bill is not a free 
trade measure, would they as such be 
satisfied with “seven per cent.” reduc­ 
tion?Sixth. Does the tariff help to build 
up our native industries? 
Seventh. How will free trade or low 
tariff break down foreign tariff barriers 
to our goods. 
F irs t V ote. 
The above letter has been in the 
Heuai.d office some time. The excuse is 
that it was mislaid. 
The following 
answers are given: 
First. The H e ra ld does not believe 
in free trade. It is soundly Democratic, 
recognizes the fact that duties must 1)9 
imposed on imports in order to raise 
revenue for the country. 
These duties 
should be so arranged as to protect 
American labor. 
Second. The woolens manufactured 
from any wools come rather under the 
head of necessities than luxuries. The 
blending will give us all grades of goods. 
Some of these will be finer and higher 
cost than the others. To levy duty ac­ 
cording to the grade of wool is a very 
complicated matter. It opens the door 
to much corrupt practice.

The Chinese Hill Hangs for 
Want of a Quorum. 


INDISPOSED OF BY THE SENATE. 


House rioeeedings—The Retaliation 
Bill 
Further 
Discussed. 
Capital Culling».

W a sh in g to n, September 5.—In the 
Senate to-day, Stewart offered a resolu­ 
tio n for appointment of a select com 
mittce to investigate various matters 
connected with the execution of the laws 
as to public lands and timber depreda­ 
tions. Referred to the Committee on 
Contingent expenses. 
Sherman offered a resolution (adopted) 
requesting the President to inform the 
Senate whether the recent treaty with 
China and the amendments adopted by 
the Senate had been ratified by the 
Emperor of China. IIe added: “From 
statements 
made in 
the 
debate 
yesterday and day 
before, it 
manifestly due to the dignity of 
the Senate and to the regular and 
orderly transaction of public affairs, that 
the Senate should have this information 
from the President before proceeding 
further with the Chinese bill.” He hoped 
the resolution would be transmitted to 
the President without delay. 
Allison presented the conference report 
on the Army Appropriation bill, showing 
concurrence in all the amendments ex­ 
cept those with reference to fortification 
etc. A new conference was ordered. 
The Senate then proceeded to consid­ 
eration of the resolution heretofore 
offered by Chandler, in relation to the 
recent election in Louisiana, and was 
addressed by Pasco. 
THE CHINESE BILL STILL PENDING. 
Upon the conclusion of Senator Pasco’i 
remarks the Chinese Restriction bill was 
taken up, aud Mr. George addressed the 
Senate. lie opened by referring to the 
criticisms of himself and other former 
slave-holders yesterday by Teller. He 
(George) claimed the right of free speech 
and free discussion as an American Sena­ 
tor, and held that the fact of his having 
once been a slave owner should be no 
impeachment of that right. Coming to 
the question of Chinese immigration, 
George declared that the Republic in 
party was responsible for the introduc­ 
tion of Chinese into this country by the 
passage of the act of 1862, which was 
aimed merely at the Coolie trade, and 
not at voluntary immigration. 
Mitchell questioned the correctness of 
George’s construction of the act of 1862 
that it was restrictive only of the Coolie 
trade, and claimed that the object of the 
law was to prevent the introduction of 
Coolies into the United States. 
George quoted largely from the speeches 
of distinguished Republicans in defense 
of the admission and naturalization of 
Chinamen, and said: There is the record 
which your party has made. It stands 
for itself, and it cannot be answered be­ 
fore the American people by the charge 
that the Senator who brings it before 
them has been a slave-holder. 
He was interrupted by a long question 
from Mitchell, but declined to be diverted 
from the line of his argument. A vote 
was then taken and was uuanimous, yeas 
32, nays none. But as there was 110 quo­ 
rum present, and no probability of get­ 
ting one in good time, the Senate ad­ 
journed, leaving the Chinese bill undis­ 
posed of. 
THE HOUSE. 
Mr. Stahlneckcr’s Ire Areused—Tlse 
Retaliation Bill. 
W ashington,September 5.—On motion 
of Sayers, of Texas, the Senate amend­ 
ments to the fortification bill was non 
concurred in. A conference was ordered. 
Stahlnecker, of New York, rising to 
question of privilege, sent to the Clerk’s 
desk and had read an article in a news­ 
paper intimating that he was the mem­ 
ber at whom the resolution of inquiry, 
adopted yesterday on motion of Kelly, of 
Pennsylvania, was aimed. If the resolu­ 
tion, he said, was aimed at him, he most 
emphatically denounced its charges as 
false in every particular. He demanded 
from the House a speedy and searching 
investigation. He will be perfectly will­ 
ing to abide by the result, regardless of 
party or personal feeling. [Applause ] 
Oates, of Alabama, created applause 
by the introduction of a resolution for the 
final adjournment of Congress on the 
20th instant. Referred to the Committee 
on Ways and Means. 
The Committee on Appropriation re­ 
ported a bill appropriating $200,000 to 
suppress infection in inter-State com­ 
merce of the United States. 
Refer 
red to the Committee of the Whole. 
The bill to limit the jurisdiction of the 
United States District and Circuit Courts 
was passed. 
The bill providing for the exchange of 
worn or mutilated subsidiary coin at 
coinage value, for new unworn coin was 
passed. 
THE RETALIATION BILL. 
The House resumed consideration of 
the Retaliation bill at 1 r, m., and was 
addressed by Phelps, of New Jersey. 
Phelps cheerfully conceded the Prasi 
dent the additional power he asked for, 
but regretted that there was no more 
likelihood that he would use this power 
than he would use the power given him 
eighteen months ago. Nobody supposed 
that the powers granted then were not 
all that were necessary, until August 23d. 
when the President went out alone and 
shot the rocket of his Presidential message 
into the clear and peaceful air. It was 
so clear that the Senate chamber is still 
echoing with the voices of Presidential 
Senators urging their fellows to come 
and buy the rights which Canada had re­ 
fused to give. 
He charged the President with heap­ 
ing favors on Canadian shippers by land 
and Bea, in order that they might com­ 
pete with their American rivals. The 
President was now the President of the 
Message, not the President of the Treaty. 
He was no longer the Governor-General 
of Canada; he was the President of the 
United States, and the past would be 
forgiven. 
In the course of his remarks, Phelps 
referred to the definition made by 
O’Neill, of Missouri, that the President’s 
ssage was a good campaign docu­ 
ment. 
O’Neill—Don’t you think it is? 
Phelps—I do, and the gentleman from 
Kentucky (McCreery) said that the mes­ 
sage ought to kept with the Free Trade 
message. 
McCreery—I did not say that that mes­ 
sage should stand with the Free Trade 
message, for I deny that the President 
has sent to Congress any Free Trade 
essage. 
Phelps eaid the gentleman bad referred 
to the two messages to which he (Mr. 


Phelps) had alluded. The two messages 
ought to stand together as the Siamese 
twins of Presidential policy. 
Belmont said the President had brave­ 
ly and well peformei his duty to guard 
and protect the rights of American citi­ 
zens and to maintain the dignity and 
honor of the Nation. 
“ We are not 
Democrats nor Republicans when con­ 
fronted with the unfriendly aims of a 
foreign power.” 
Davis, of Massachusetts, said the re­ 
jected treaty surrendered the New Eng­ 
land fisherman naked to his enemies; it 
was part and parcel of a free trade con­ 
spiracy which, inaugurated in the White 
House, and continued in the House 
of Representatives, sought to prostrate 
American industry and impoverish and 
degrade American labor. The utterances 
of the President in opposition to the 
entire policy ot his administration would 
not command the confidence of the coun­ 
try. The Irish class would indignantly 
resent the idea that a sham menace of 
opposition to Great Britain and Canada, 
closing a career of uninterrupted and 
shameful surrender and subservience to 
both, was earnest, and thousands of 
them had desired t:> cast their lot with 
the Republican party. 
JUSTICE TO AMERICAN FARMERS. 
Scott said the United States asked for 
nothing but what belonged to it by right 
under its treaties, and it would accept 
nothing less. He had secured the official 
data to show the number of Canadian 
and American cars, and the weight of 
their contents, transported in bond from 
one point in the United States through 
Canada to another point in the United 
States, during the fiscal year, ended 
June 30, 1887. The gross money values 
of this transportation over Canadian 
roads was at a low estimate, $6,000,000. 
When it was considered that the steel rails 
over which this immense tonnage was 
transported into Canada, were not sub­ 
ject to a duty of $17 a ton, and that the 
labor employed in its transportation paid 
no taxes into our Treasury and did not 
consume the products of our farmers 
the injustice to our wage-workers would 
become apparent. For this injustice the 
Republican party waH responsible. Pend­ 
ing the conclusion of Scott’s remarks the 
House adjourned.

W a s h in g t o n , September 5 .—A post­ 
office has been established at Fairmont,

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CAMPAIGN ECHOES. 


Contrast Between the Two 
Opposing Parties. 


SPEECH OF H O N . WSI. F. VILAS 


Wisconsin Democrats Addressed in 
S tirrin g Tones—State 
Conventions.

M ilw a u k e e , 
September 
5 .—Colonel 
Wm. F. Vilas, Secretary of the Interior, 
opened the Democratic campaign in Wis­ 
consin to-night with a speech at West 
Side Turner Hall. 
The Junior, Jeffer­ 
son and Jackson Clubs, representing the 
Democratic organizations of the three di 
visions of the city, escorted him to the 
hall, where there was an audience of 
1500 persons. 
CONTRAST TIIE TWO PARTIES. 
After referring to the duties of voters 
and challenging criticism of President 
Cleveland's adm inistration, the speaker 
said : I invite you to contrast the condi­ 
tions, principles and professions of the 
opposing parties in this contest, and the 
promise of the future afforded by them 
respectively. 
W hat is the Republican 
party of to-day, and wherein is it better 
or more worthy of confidence than it was 
in 1884 ? I t waB in the beginning more a 
popular uprising than a political party. 
It found its origin and quickening power 
in the high appeal of justice and 
tenderness 
for 
human 
brethren 
oppression, and in the honest zeal 
of deep conviction, its following was well 
nigh financial. 
It was a crusade against 
the great National sin, and it fell upon 
the time appointed of heaven for the 
E 
urification of the Republic by fire, 
.ike a whirlwind it swept its course of 
destructive, though wholesome violence. 
W ithin a decade the evil which had en­ 
gendered its being was more than de­ 
stroyed, and the land was strewn with a 
mighty wreck, where, in fantastic chaos, 
lay the seals of the Constitutions,and the 
1 people am id the 
wide-llung havoc of 
war. 
That was the logical period of the 
party’s existence. 
It stood upon or pos­ 
sessed no doctrines of government, no 
principles for the guidance of institutions 
of freedom in the repose of peace. It 
was not National, but sectional; a party 
for civil war, not for National fraternity ; 
but the heart of the victorious people was 
in its grasp, and the rage of war was long 
unspent. 
THE FREEBOOTERS’ OPPORTUNITY. 
It was the opportunity of opportunities 
for the political freebooter, and never for 
one moment did they suspend their 
efforts, nor ever spare the exhausted 
people. 
Upon one pretext and another, 
from almost the earliest grasp of Repub­ 
lican dominion, corruption began its 
work, and schemes for the dishonest en­ 
richm ent of the few began to prevail. 
It 
was in 18G2 that, pursuing the sentim ent 
th at the National defense required a 
trans-continental highway, Pacific rail­ 
road legislation began; it was in 1864 
that, with unrelenting ingenuity, it was 
am ended to so diabolical perfection that 
the Government really built the roads 
and gave them , with land enough for an 
em pire, to the successful conspirators. 
Then also began the earliest act for levy­ 
ing war taxes, and afterward, with a 
greed th at heightened with each new 
gluttony, every revenue measure was 
prevented and distorted by ingenious 
touches, imperceptible to any but the 
practiced eye, by which private trib­ 
ute was extorted from the people, five 
tim es greater than the tax that went 
to the Treasury. Then it was that the 
monstrous vampire hidden in the tariff, 
which seductively fans with the wings 
of protection the laborer, whose heart’s 
blood it sucks, was begotten in sin to rob 
the toiling producers in the fields and 
forests of the wealth they create; and 
when the war had ceased, a great peo­ 
ple, with its coffers unlocked and its 
resources exposed, lay before the Bpoiler, 
while in the exhaustion of the struggle 
and heat of rage, National guardianship 
was gone. Then followed such a seizure 
of the National wealth by various de­ 
vices so rapacious, so gigantic, so ingen­ 
ious in the methods by which the grasp 
was laid, as has never been exhibited in 
history. Nothing is comparable to it 
but India under W arren Hastings. Other 
nations have been despoiled by conquer­ 
ors in the open force of unlicensed con­ 
quest. This people was robbed by the 
devilish m anipulation of its own legisla­ 
tion and the emergencies of an adm inis­ 
tration in the hands of its supposed 
friends. 
OFFICIAL CORRUPTION. 
The Secretary then referred to corrup­ 
tion in public contracts, touching upon 
the partnership of Grant and W ard, to 
Custom House scandals, undervaluation 
of imports, Navy jobs and Star Route 
contracts, and declared that these and 
otber things of like character had driven 
the best men in the Republican party out 
of it—Sumner, Chase, Greeley, Trumbull 
and Beecher. 
He declared that the only 
policy of the only branch of the Govern­ 
m ent remaining Republican since 1884, 
the Senate, was comprised in two words, 
construction and misrepresentation, as to 
everything for general good, and in­ 
stanced the tardy confirmation of Chief 
Justice Fuller, the rejection of the Fish­ 
eries treaty and delay in passing the Re­ 
taliation bill asked for by President 
Cleveland.

M ilw a u k e e , Wis., September 5.—The 
Democratic State Committee was called 
to order to-day at noon by Chairman 
Usher, of the State Central Committee, 
J .

After the appoint­ 
m ent ot Committees the Convention took 
a recess to 2 :30 p. m. 
On reassembling a platform was adopt­

If you take the Treas­ 
ury, its guardianship of our financial in­ 
terests commands respect on every hand. 
The collections of internal revenue for

Y et already more 
such bills have passed into enacted laws 
under him , than during the administra­ 
tions of both A rthur and Hayes, and by

Grant, Hayes and Arthur all to­ 
gether. 
SECOND EMANCIPATION. 
Another thing to the credit of the 
Administration was the second emanci­ 
pation of the colored m a n ; his emanci­ 


pation from the fear of the Democratic 
party, and the restored dominion of 
peace and fraternity in the land. 
The speaker then took up the Tariff 
question, and dwelt upon it at great 
length, to show the dangers and injustice 
of a high protective tariff, and the ad­ 
vantages which would accrue from a re­ 
duction in im port charges, in the way of 
enlarged trade and increased cost of liv­ 
ing. The argum ent was made mainly 
from the farm er's standpoint. In clos­ 
ing he paid a tribute to the personal 
character of General H arrison, and elo­ 
quently summarized the traits of charac­ 
ter for which President Cleveland is 
conspicuous.

Powderly, and containing the correspond­ 
ence that passed between him and 
Charles H. Litcliman upon his resigning 
the General Secretaryship of the order. 
First is given Litchm an’s letter of resig­ 
nation, which has already been pub­ 
lished. Powderly’s reply opens with an 
acceptance of the resignation, in which 
he B a y s : 
While I will not question your motives 
in taking this step, you will, I trust, par­ 
don me if I say that I fail to see how or­ 
ganized labor can be benefited by having 
ts officers cast aside the obligations and 
duties which their constituents imposed 
upon them , for the purpose of taking sides 
in a political campaign. 
It is true that 
groans and sighs are floating up from the 
mouths of political leaders for the wrongs 
of workingmen. 
Many of those who 
groan loudest at this time, may be 
, ustly classed among those who are the 
very worst oppressors of labor. The tears 
they shed will never increase in volume 
to such an extent as to wipe away the 
¡¡grievous wrongs, their past actions, or 
ailure to act, have imposod upon the 
man who bends under poverty’s load. 
You cannot blame me, then, if I call 
their groans and signs but empty sound, 
their tears but hollow mockery, and 
their professions of conversion to the 
doctrines of organized Labor, as the sub­ 
limity of hypocrisy. In this campaien 
every m an has an undoubted right to 
act so as to confer tfce greatest amount 
of good upon his country, but the ques- 
tiou at issue,Tariff, will not be settled when 
the votes are counted in November. The 
election of a President will not make a 
change unless the people of all the land 
make judicious selections of such mem ­ 
bers of the National Legislature as will 
carry out their wishes when Congress 
assembles. 
Already forty-one of the 
nominated candidates, regardless 
of 
party, have signed written pledges to 
work for measures of reform, at the re­ 
quest of members of the Knights of 
Labor. If this plan of our order is faith­ 
fully carried out it will result in more 
good than any other. 
Litcliman winds up the correspondence 
by saying: I bold it more honorable to 
lay 
down official duties that would 
hamper private action than to retain 
position and at the same time be en­ 
gaged in political scheming in secret with 
party 
agents 
whom 
it 
is 
neces­ 
sary, ostensibly, to publicly denounce. 
I honestly believe that, bad as you 
may think or sav the Republican party 
is, the Democratic party is infinitely 
worse by reason of its advocacy of free 
trade; and I further believe I should be 
false to my duty to the people engaged 
in the industries of my State, if I did not 
do all in my power to defeat the political 
combinations that would, if successful, 
still further lower their 
standard of 
wages, and consequently their standard 
of living.

The Bakesto block was built in an 
unsubstantial manner, and, it is said, had 
there been a bi.-k division wall 
back 
of the store, the building would not have 
collapsed so completely. Several firemen 
were more or less hurt during the prog­ 
ress of the fire, but none seriously.

BRONCHITIS. 


A cute Bronchitis. 


This is an inflam m ation of the M acons Mem­ 
brane lining the Bronchial Tubes, an d is one of 
th e most com m on of all th e pulm onary dis­ 
eases. It is a dangerous disease, as It prevents 
the oxygenation oi th e blood, an d in m any 
cases, particularly after it passes into the 
chronic stage, th e substance of the lungs be­ 
com es seriously Involved, giving rise to w hat 
is very properly caUed Bronchial C onsum ption. 
In the acute form there is a souse of tightness 
or pressure across th e chest, with considerable 
wheezing, severe cough and expectoration. 
This is at first a w hite glairy m ucus, which 
after a tim e becomes purulent. The p&tieDt in 
some cases is obliged to tit up in bed, th e op­ 
pression across the chest is so great, an d the 
skin is clam m y and prostration rapidly seta in, 
aud in fatal cases there wUl be m u tterin g de­ 
lirium , com a and death. 


Chronic Bronchitis. 


Chronic Bronchitis is also an inflam m ation of 
the m ucous m em brane of bronchial tnbes. But 
this form m ore often occurs later in Hie. When 
a cold settles on th e lungs the disease either 
ends in bronchitis or pneum onia. If it ends in 
bronchitis it usually passes off as a cold In th e 
chest, and still the patient does not. feel en tire­ 
ly well. He feels tired and languid, and I* in ­ 
capable of taking his usual am ount of exercise, 
and experiences a shortness of breath, with 
m ore or less w arm th in the palmB of bis hands. 
Soon after this r. cough appears, accom panied 
by an expectoration of thick mucus, followed 
by a hectic flush, loss of flesh and strength, and 
n ight sweats continue, when the patient as­ 
sum es all th e appearance of having a genuine 
case of consum ption. B at this is simply catarrh 
of the lnngs or chronic bronchitis. 
In th e latter staees of the disease the m ucous 
m em brane of the larger bronchial tube softens, 
w hile in th e sm aller tnbes and air cells of the 
lnngs the m ucous m em brane becomes con­ 
gested and inflam ed. There are no cavities or 
tubercles in th e lungs, knt m erely a wasting 
away of th e larger bronchial tubes, an d death 
takes place from obstruction of th e bronchial 
tubes and air cells of the lungs. The p atien t 
dies from exhaustion and suffocation, being 
unable to expectorate th e m ucus w hich accu­ 
m ulates in th e passage leading to th e lungs, 
w hich in some cases is sticky and sm all in 
quantity, but m ore com m only copious, of a 
light straw or yellowish green. 
O ftentim es 
streaks of blood m ake their appearance in th e 
m ucus, and at tim es there is a disagreeable 
sm ell. Persons thus afflicted are very liable to 
take cold, at which tim es the m ucus becomes 
clear and frothy, nnd it is not uncom m only the 
case th at the patl n t dies in one of these attacks 


Humid Bronchitis 


(Fiom humcrc, to be m oist) is so called from the 
profuse quantity of watery secretions w hich 
comes from the air passages of the lungs. At 
tim es it becomes ropy like the w hite of an egg.
